er Horace to Lucilius Both of them imi- 
ated the old Greek Comedy; and ſo did 
mius and Pacuvins before them. The po- 
ihing of the Latin Tongue, in the Sues | 
eſſion of Times, made the only Difference. 
And Horace We io. wo of 08 _ 
ritten purpoſely on this Subject, thinks 
the Romans of 12 Age were 5 partial in 
heir Comme ndations of Lucillus; who 
rit not only looſly, and muddily, with - 
little Art, and much leſs Care, but alſo in a 


time when the Latin Tongue was not I 
ſufficiently purg'd from the Dregs of 
bariſm; and many Oapificant d ſounding 


Words, which the Romans wanted, were 
not admitted even in the Times of Lum - 
tius and Cicero; of which both complain. 
But to proceed, Dacier juſtly taxes Ca- 
zubon, ſaying that the Satyrs of Lucilius 
were wholly different in Specie, from thoſe 
of Eunias and Pacavius. Caſaubun was led 
into that Miſtake by Diomedes the Grame 
marian, who in effect ſays this: Satyr a- 
nn mong 
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mong the Romans, but not -among the 
Greeks, was a biting invective Poem, made 
ng the Model of the antient Comedy; 
or the Reprehenſion of Vices: Sucha 
were the Poems of Lucilius, of Horace, and 
of Perſius. But in former Times, the Name 
of Satyr was given to Poems, which were 
compos d of ſeveral ſorts of Verſes; ſuch 
as n by.

more fully expreſſing the Etymology © 
the Word 5 J — une which we 
have obſery'd. Here tis manifeſt, that Dis 
medes makes a Specifical Diſtinction be- 
wixt the Satyrs of Ennius and thoſe of 
ucilius.

for the Reaſon of it is ridiculous, and ab- 
ſolutely falſe.

Comment on him, and to IIluſtrate him: 
Aſter which, they fall in Love with theit 
own Labors, to that degree of blind Fond- 
neſs, that at length they defend and exalt 
their Author, not ſo much for his Sake a 
for their own. Tis a Folly of the ſame 
Nature with that of the Romans them» 
. ſelves, in their Games of the Gircus; the 


. Spectators were divided in their Factions, 


betwixt the Veueti and the Praſini: Some 
were for the Charioteer-in Blue, and ſome 
for him in Green. The Colors themſelves

Scaliger the Father, Krgaltius,and 
many others, debaſe Horace, that they ma 
ſet up Juvenal. And Caſaulon, who is i 
moſt ſingle, throws Dirt on Juvena and 
Horace, that he may exalt Perſſus, whom 
he underſtood particularly well, and better 
than any of the former Commentators; e- 
ven Stelluti, who ſucceeded him, I will 
begin with him, who, in my Opinion, de- 
fends the weakeſt Cauſe, which is that of 
Per/ins; and labouring, as Tacitus profeſ. 
ſes of his own Writings, to diveſt my {elf 
of Partiality, or Prejudice, confider Per- 
fins, not as a Poet, whom I have wholly 
tranſlated, and who has coſt me more Li 
bor and Time than Fuvenal; but accord- 
ing to what I judge 'to be his own Merit; 
which I think not equal in the main, to that 
of Juvena or Horace; and yet in ſome 
things to be prefer'd to both of them.

Friend and Cotemporary Lucan : Both of 
them Men of extraordinary Parts, and 
great acquir'd Knowlege, conſidering 
their Youth, But neither of them had ar- 
riv'd to that Maturity of Judgment, which 
is neceſſary to the accompliſhing of a form- 
.cd Poet. And this Conſideration, as on the 
one hand it lays ſome Imperfections to their 
Charge; ſo, on the other ſide, tis a candid 
Excuſe for thoſe Failings, which are inci- 
dent to Youth and Inexperience; and we 
have more Reaſon to wonder, how they, 
who died before the Thirtieth Year of 
their Age cou'd write ſo well, and think 
ſo ſtrongly; than to accuſe them of thoſe 
Faults, trom which Human Nature, and 
more eſpecially in Youth, can never poſſ- 
bly be exempted.

To theſe Defects, which I caſually ob- 
ſerv d, while I was 'I ranſlating this Author, 
Scaliger has added others: He calls him, 
in plain Terms, a filly Writer, and a Tri- 
fler; full of Oſtentation of Learning; and 
after all, unworthy to come into Competi- 
tion with Juvenal and Horace. 
After ſuch terrible Accuſations, tis time 
to hear what his Patron Ca/aubow can al- 
ledge in his Defence. Inſtead of anſwer- 
ing he excuſes for the moſt part; and when 
he cannot, accuſes others of the ſame 
Crimes. He deals with Scaliger, as a mo- 
deft Scholar with a Maſter, He Compli- 
ments him with ſo much Reverence, that 
one wou'd ſwear he fear'd him as much at 
leaſt as he hens him. Scaliger will not

allow 
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allow Perſius to have any Wit: Cæaubon ins 
terprets this in the mildeſt Senſe; and con- 
felles his Author was not good at turning 
Things into a pleaſant Ridicule; or in 6 
ther Words, that he was not a laughable 
Writer. That he was ixeptus, indeed, but 
that was vom aptiſimus ad jocandum. But 
that he was oſtentatious of his Learning, 
that, by Scaliger's good Favor, he denics 
Perſias thew'd his Learning, but was no 
Boaſter of it; he did oftendere, but not 9 
rentare; and ſo, he ſays, did Scaliger: 
Where, methinks, Ca/aubon turns it hand- 
fomly upon that ſupercilious Critic, and 
filently inſinuates, that he himſelf was ſu 
ficiently Vain=glorious; and a Boaſter of hi 
own Knowlege. All the Writings of this 
Venerable Ceuſor, continues Ca/aubon,whichMai 
are pry Nh ,,; More golden than Gold 
it ſelf, are every-where ſmelling of that 
Thyme, which, like a Bee, he has gatherd 
from antient Authors: But far be Oſtenta- 
tion and Vain-glory from a Gentleman, ſo 
well Born, and ſo nobly Educated as &.

Herein then 
et: is, chat Perus has excell'd both ue 
/ and Horace, He Ricks to his own Philos 
ophy ; He ſhifts not Sides, like Horace, who 
is ſometimes an lip /enreau, lometimes a /e, 
ometimes an Lelaclie; as his preſent Humor 
leads him: nor deelaims like 7uvena/again(t 
Vices, more like an Orator, than a Philoſo» 
pher. Porſius is every where the lame ; true 
to Dogma s of his Maſter; What he has learnt 
he teaches rohoment! poo whathe teaches, 
that he praftiſes himſelf; There is a Spirit of 
Sincerity in all he ſays; You may ea Wy diſ- 
cernthat he is in earnoſt, and is perſwaded of 
that Truth which he inculcates, In this I 
am of Opinion, that he excels. Horace, who 
is commonly in and laughs while he + 
inſtructs: And is equal to Jun who 
was as honeſt and ſerious ad Porſiys, and 
more he cou d not be. | 
Hitherto I have:foltow'd' Caſunlon, and 
enlarg d upon him; becauſe I am ſatisty d 
that he ſays no more than Fruth; the reſt 
is almoſt all. frivolous. . For he ſays that 
Horace being the Son of a [T'ax-gatherer, 
or a Collector, as we. call it, ſmells every 
where of the Meanneſs of his Birth and 
Education: His Conceits are vulgar, like 
the Subjects of his Satyrs; that he does 
N Plebeium 
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Plibeium ſupers; and writes not with thy 
Elevation, which becomes a Satyrift; Thy 
Penſius being Nobly born, and of an opy 
lent Family, had {likewiſe the Advanty 
of a better Maſter; Ceruntus being t 
moſt Learned of his Time, 4 Man of | 
moſt Holy Lite, the Chief ot the Stole Sed 
at Rome; and not only a great Philoſophe, 
but a Poet himſelf; and in probability, 
Coad jutor of Peri. That, as for Ju 
nal, he was long a Declaimer, came late ty 
| Poetry, and had not been much conyes 
ſant in — 4 
Lis granted that the Father of Hora 
was Libertinus, that is, one Degree remo- 
ved from his Grandfather,- who had been 
once a Slave: But Horace, ſpeaking of him, 
gives him the beſt Character of a Father, 
which I ever read in Hiſtory; and I wit 
a witty Friend of mine now living had ſuch 
Another. He bred him in the beſt School, 
and with the beſt Company of young No- 
blemen. And Horace, by his Gratitude to his 
Memory, gives a certain Teſtimony that 
his Education was ingenuous. Aſter this, 
he form'd himſelf abroad, by the Conver- 
fation of Great Men. Brutus found him at 
- Athens, and was ſo pleas d with him, that 
he took him thence into the Army, and 
made him Tribunus Militum, a Colonel in 
g 
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er which was the Preferment of an 
Nd Soldler. All this was before his Ace 
waintance with Macrenas, and his Intro- 
lution Into the Court of Augy/fur, and 
he Familiarity of that Great * 
hich, had he not been well- bre before, 
id been enough to civilize his Converſa- 
on, and render him accompliſh'd «nd 
nowing in all the Arts of Complacency 
ind goed Behaviour; and, in ſhort,. an a- 
zreeable Companion for the retir'd Hours 
and Privacies of a Favourite, who was firſt 
Miniſters, So that, upon the whole matter, 
Perſius may be acknowledg'd to be equa 
with him, in thoſe Reſpects, tho' better 
born, and Juvenal inferior to both, It the 
Advantage be any where, 'tis on the Side 
of Horace; as much as the Court of Au- 
guſtus Ceſar, was ſuperior to that of Nero. 
As for the 8 
will appear hereafter, that Horace writ not 
vulgarl — vulgarSubjects, nor always choſe 
them. His Style is conſtantly accommoda- 
ted to his Subject, either high or low: If 
bis Fault be too much Lowneſs, that of 
Perſius is the Fault of the Hardneſs of his 
Metaphors, and Obſcurity: And ſo they 
are equal in the Failings of their Style; 
where Juvenal maniteftly triumphs over

leave it for better Judges to determin. If 
it be only argu'd in general, which of them 
was the belter Poet; the Victory is already 
gain d on the Side of Horace. Virgil hims 
telf muſt yield to him in the Delicacy of 
his Turns, his choice of Words, and per 
haps the Purity of his Latin. He who ſays 
that Pingar is inimitable, is himſelf inimi- 
table in his OJes. But the Contention be- 
twixt theſe two great Maſters, is for the 
. Prize of Satyr: In which Controverſy, all 
the Odes and Epodes of Horace are to ſtand 
excluded, I ſay this, becauſe Horace hus 
written many of them Satyrically, againſt 
his private Enemies: Vet theſe, if juſtly 
_contider'd, are ſomewhat of the Nature of 
the Greek Silli, which were Invectives a+ 
gainſt particular Sects and Perſons. But 
Emacs had purg'd himſelf of this Choler, 
beſore he enter'd on thoſe Diſcourſes, 
- which are more properly call'd' the Roman 
Satyr: He has not now to do with a Lyce, 
a Cenidia, a Caſſius Severus, or —_

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Truth. More Libels have been written + 
gainſt me, than almoſt any Man now living; 
And I had Reaſon on my Side, to hay 
defended my own Innocence: I ſpeak noi Nu 
of my Poetry, which I have wholly given 

up to the Critics; let them uſe it as they 
caſe; Poſterity, 22 may be more 
yourable to me: For Intereſt and Paſſion i 
will lye bury'd in another Age; and Partis- 
lity and Prejudice be forgotten. I ſpeak 
of my Morals, which have been ſufficient- 
ly aſpers'd; that only Sort of Reputation 
ought to be dear to every honeſt Man, and 
is to me. But let the World witneſs for 
me, that I have been often wanting to my 
ſelf in that articular; I have ſeldom an- 
fwer'd any ſcurrilous Lampoon; when it 
was in my Power to have expos'd my E 
nemies; And being naturally vindictive; 
have ſuffer'd in Silence, and poſſes d my 

Soul in Quiet. in 
. Any thing, tho never ſo little, which a 
Man ſpeaks of himſelf, in my Opinion, is 
ſtill too much; and therefore I will wave 
this Subject, and proceed to give the ſecond 
Reaſon, which may juſtify a Poet, when he 
writes againſt a particular Perſon; and that 
is, when he is become a Public Nuiſance.

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cirs, with a Brand of Infamy, are wholly 
Joch. Tis- an Aion of Vistuc:to make 
amples of vicious Men. They may and 
zught to; be upbraldud with their Crimes 
nd Föllies: Both fer their own Amend 
nent, if they are not yet incorrigible; and 
or the Terror of others, to hinder them 
falling into thoſe Enormities, -which they 
ee are ſo ſeverely puniſh'd, in the Perſons 

if others. The firſt Reaſon was only an 
Excuſe ſor Revenge; but this ſecond is 
abſolutely of a Poet's Office to perform; 
But how few Lampooners are there now 
lying, who are capable of this Duty? 
When they come in my way, tis impoiſi- 
ble ſometimes to-avoid-reading them. But, 
good God! how remote they are. in com- 
mon Juſtice, from the Choice of ſuch Per- 
fons as are the proper Subject of Satyr! 
And how little- Wit they bring, for the

is their moſt ordinary Theme; and the. beſt 
and faireſt are ſure to be the moſt ſeverely 
handled, Amongſt Men, thoſe who are 
proſperouſly unjuſl, are intitled to Pane- 
gyric; But afflicted Virtue is inſolently 
tabb d wirk, all manner of Ręproaches;
